XX). Out of 8165,000 received into the 
xpcnse fund only $700 was ever covered 
nto tho loan fund. While Owen Scott 
as in congress he received $1,800, or 
200 a month regularly, as secretary, and 
)r. E. Mammon received 8200 a month 
•vhilo ho was attending a medical college 
n Europe. Mammen was secretary while 
Owen Scott was in congress. William 
>V, Stevenson also received a large salary 
or acting as treasurer. Of tho Chicago 
oana, amounting to 8358,957, only about 
no-half will be realized. The committee 
ocommendcd that suits he commenced 
gainst the officers and their bondsmen 
o recover back the exorbitant salaries 
aken and also the money lost by the 
ockloss placing of loans. Tho report 
ays: "The funds belonging to the stock 
lolders have been used with so reckless 
disregard for their rights OB to border 
in criminality." As to asking the court 
o remove Pollock and appoint another

,000 for and 12,000 against Pollock,

STATE SCHOOL STATISTICS. 


Intoresticg Figures Covering the 


Work of the Past Year. . 


SPHIHOFIELD, 
ILL., Oct. 30.—Hon, 


Henry Raab, State Superintendent of 
?ublic Instruction for Illinois, has com- 
pleted tho tables of public school statis- 
,ics for tho year ending June 30,1894. 


From these tables it appears that 
hero are in the state 1,316,888 persons' 
of school ago—between 6 and 21. Of 
heso 855,938 were enrolled in .public, 
md 116,836 in private schools. 
They 


wore taught by 22,367 teachers of the 
mblic schools, and by 3,126 private 
ichool teachers. 


The total enrollment of pupils in the 


schools consisted of 489,992 males and 
482,382 females. Of the 25,433 terchers 
i,522 woro men, aud 18,961 were worsen. 
There are 11,619 public school districts 
n the state, and 12,516 public school 
mildiDgs. 


There are 10,734 ungraded schools and 
,784 graded schools. The number of 
ungraded schools has diminished twen- 
y-eight in two years, while the number 
of graded schools has increased by 118. 
[no latter include 239 high schools. 


The attendance at ungraded schools 


consisted of 190,767 boys and 172,093 
girls. The average daily attendance of 
ho public schools was GG5.107, or 65 per 
cent, of the whole number of persona of 
chool age in the state. The enrollment 
has increased 5 7-10 per cent, in twe 
rears, and 66 por cent, of the children 
enrolled wore in daily attendance for 


very day of the school year. 
The amount paid the teachers of tho 


State was $8,809,960,08; of Cook county, 
£1,350,828.38; of the city of Chicago, $3,- 
0,34,256,07. Tho total cost of tho schools 
it the State wua $16,051,409.92; of Cools 
lounty, 17,328,965.19; of Chicago, $6,600,- 
394.95. 


The enrollment of the high schools of 


ho State was 23,1373—8,508 males and 
5,105 females. The average cost per 
mpil enrolled in the high schools of the 
State for tuition was $29,78, The aver- 
age cost, counting all expenses, was 
' iK.07. These items wero highest for 


'alumot, Cook county, namely; $103.74. 
Dhoy wero lowest for Tallula Monurd 
ouaty, whore tho figures aro $5,95.

Last Saturday Horace Clark, aged 7 


years, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles D. 
Clark, prominent people in Peoria. dis- 
appeared from his home in Peoria, and 
is still missing, 


Thia morning at an early hour Mrs. 


Clark, who is nearly distracted over the 
loss of her little boy, accompanied by R. 
N. Bailey, Richard Pardon and Officer 
L. V. Snider, all Peoria people, arrived in 
Decatur from Lincoln by,way of Spring- 
field, and immediately sought ihe assis- 
tance of

police officers to aid 


in the search for Horace. ;.This is in 
brief^the story of the diappearance of 
the boy as told by tho Peoria Journal: 


The seven-year-old son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Charles D. Clark,, of No. 217 North 
street, has been missing linco Saturday 
forenoon, and much anxiety is aroused 
over tha matter, and a general search is 
in course. 


Saturday morning the parents of the 


lad left for Deer Creek, Tazewell county, 
leaving the boy Horace at home with his 
sister and a servant.

THE HOUSE A VERITABLE FIKETRAP, 


From which the Victims Had Little 


Chance of Escape After the Fire 


waa Once Started—Saved Her 


Babe—Horrible Scenes. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 28.—The peo- 


ple of this city were horrified yester- 
day by a hotel holocaust which over- 
shodo f. s in its fatalities the great fire 
of 1889, when the greater portion of 
the city was laid in ashes. 


In the destruction of the West-street 


lotel by fire at least sixteen inmates 
,ost their 
lives, amid all the ago- 


nies and horrors of cremation under 
such surroundings. 
The victims iden- 


tiSed so far by siireds of unburned 
clothing are as follows: 


F. Boltman. 
Angus McDonald. 
C. Wilson Anderson. 
Mrs. J. W. Huffman and two daugh- 


ters. 


Andrcvf Otteson. 
Mrs. Andrew Otteson. 
The building was a two-story struc- 


lure of corrugated iron, occupying1 an 
entire square on the water front. 
It 


was a fire trap with a maze of passages 
which would confuse any person in the 
absence of light. The impossibility of 
escape from such a death-pen when 
flames were licking up 
everything 


within reach and suffocating smoke 
61lnd the heated air was apparent to 
the Bremen and horrified spectators on 
the street below. When the depart- 
ment responded to the alarm the build- 
ing was a mass of flames. The news 
quickly spread that there were half a 
hundred guests in the blazing trap, 
twenty of whom were transients. 


It was half an hour after midnight 


when tho flro apparatus came rushing 
to tho scene, of death, but the fire 
broke ont so suddenly anil with such 
ferocity did the flames spread to every 
part of the structure that a terrible 
panic prevailed among the inmates. 
Clad only in their night clothing, men 
and women jumped from the windows 
without waiting to see if the firemen 
could rescue them. Most of those who 
jumped from the second-story windows 
sustained no injury of a serious char- 
acter, 
Three of those who escaped be- 


ing burned alive or suffocated to death 
were injured by jumping, one man 
breaking a leg in his fall. 


A frantic mother threw her baby of 


1 year into the street, where a police- 
man caught it without harm. 


W. C. K. News dropped twenty feet 


to the ground nnd picked himself up 
unhurt. 


Joseph A. May tied the sheets and 


nscd them as a rope to let himself 
down in safety. 


C. B. Glass waited at the window of 


his room until his hair was burned off, 
Then he jumped, his head striking the 
ground. 
He was taken with the other 


injured to a hospital. 


Tho gnllant fireman came upon a 


victim whose identity is not known, 
near the top of tho West-street stair- 
way, lie was trapped by the rush of 
the flames and overcome by heat and 
smoke. The firemen fought hard to 
keep the flames back, but they were 
soon driven away. 


E. E. Uryant, a police officer, who 


was tho first to sec the flames, turned 
in tho alarm and then bravely rushed 
back to save human lives. He found 
Susan Alien and her little child at a 
window on the West-street side. 
The 


woman was crying pitifully for some 
one to save her child. Bryant shouted 
for her to drop It, which she did. Tho 
officer caught the descending bit of 
humanity in his arms and then seta 
a plunk against the window by which 
the mother slid down in safety. 


The proprietor of the fire box, H. F, 


Butler, was iri bed wh'en tho flames 
burst into view from the street and had 
a narrow escape from death. 
; His son, S. F. Butler, who was night 
clerk, says the fire originated from the 
explosion of a kerosene lamp in the 
kitchen, which wns located on tho sec- 
ond floor near the lower hall. Tho 
'sound of the explosion was clearly 
heard on the street. Butler raised the 
cry of flro, which aroused tho guests to 
their danger, and to their death in 
many cases. Many of 
the 
victims 


nwoko and rushing into the narrow, 
winding passages found 
themselves 


face lo face with ilaraes, smoke and 
death. 
Some of the clead were Suffo- 


cated or buraed to death in their beds, 
parts of their charred bodies being 
found in that way. 


1 
Escape by the narrow stairways wns 


cut off to those who got that far, anc 
all rushed to the only avenue of safety 
the windows overlooking the street. 


Tha body of the first victim was 


found in a room, with one leg in his 
irousers and his shoe partly laced 
The head was covered with bedclothes 
under the bed. It was too much burned 
to be identified. 


Not a person in the building escaped 


with anything except the clothes they 
had on them. 


After two hours' hard work the fire- 


men had the flames under 
control, 


Only the gutted hull of the hotel was 
left. 
Tho woodwork of the interior 


was almost entirely consumed, but tho 
corrugated iron walls were left stand- 
ing. 


As soon as the work of searching for 


the dead was considered safe, thirteen 
bodies were quickly found in the rooms 
and passages, the postures and bed 
covcriug of many showing they had 
died in awful agony after a desperate 
fight against flame and smoke. 


Close together in the bed of one room 


were found the blackened bodies of 
man, 
his wife and child. 
An arm of 


the child was thrown carelessly over 
the side of the bed as if it had passed 
from life without being awakened to 
suffer. 


1 In the corner of another chamber ol 
death were the bodies of a man and 
woman sitting erect. All the flesh 
had been 
burned off. Tho skulls 


were blackened and grinning. 
The 


stumps of tho 
man's 
arms 
were 


closed over his head as if he had died 
fighting the flaming foe. The arms of 
the woman were clasped around his 
waist. In the charred hand of 
woman's body, found twisted and con- 
torted in a hall way, was a bunch oi hair 
torn from her liead in the agony of si 
focation. In a li parts of the trap wfere 
picked up skulls and bones of those 
who had been living guests a few hours 
before.
